D-Day: Delegates—Decision—Dues 


The 88th Annual Session of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society will 
be held in Harrisburg, April 19, 20 and 21. One of these days can be 
designated as D-Day. The D in this instance will refer to Delegates, De 
cision and Dues. 


The officers and the Board of Trustees have found it necessary to 





ask the House of Delegates to consider an increase in dues. A thorough 
investigation and analysis of the financial status of the Society make this 
request imperative. During the past several years the expanding and in- 
creasing activities of the Society have caused an increase in operating and 
administrative costs. For the past five years the Society has incurred a 
deficit of nearly $14,000. Other progressive organizations have experienced 
similar financial dilemmas. We are not alone in facing our problems. 


The dues paid by our members is the only source of revenue available. 
The only way to continue the expected activities of the Society is to increase 
the income to meet increased costs. It will be the decision of the House of 
Delegates whether or not these activities will be continued or curtailed. 


As representatives of the membership, Delegates to the Annual Ses 
sion are faced with an important decision. They know what their fellow 
members expect from their Society. Since most of them are active in dental 
society affairs, both district and state, they are aware of the services rem 
dered by organized dentistry to each member. An opportunity to study the 
activities of the officers and committees, appointed to carry out the policies 
set by the House of Delegates, will be made available in the annual re 
ports of these officers and committee members. Upon these facts they will 
make their decision. Delegates will not decide for or against any proposal 
that is so vitally important to every member of the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Society without intelligent study and due consideration. They never have, 
and as long as they have the interest of their profession at heart, they 
never will. 
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A History of the

In unfolding the history of the 
Harris Dental Society, the au- 
thor presents the names of men 
and events that have helped lay 
the foundation for present day 
local, state and national dental 
organizations. 











In May 1867, in the city of Lancaster, 
a meeting of members of the dental pro- 
fession was held. The purpose of this 
meeting was to organize a society which 
would foster professional and social in- 
tercourse among the dental practitioners 
of the city and county. A further purpose 
was to encourage correct principles and 
practices of dental surgery and collateral 
sciences. 

The following men were present: Drs. 
Samuel Welchans, John McCalla, J. W. 
Derr, J. G. Moore, E. K. Young, G. A. 
Horting, A. S. Miller, M. C. Webb, and 
William Nichols Amer. A committee was 
appointed to prepare a draft of a Con- 
stitution and By-Laws to be submitted at 
a subsequent meeting. 

On June 21, 1867, the adjourned meet- 
ing was called to order again to receive 
the report of the Committee on Consti- 
tution and By-Laws. At this meeting the 
name of the Harris Dental Association of 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania was adopted as 
the name of the new society. 

The following names were offered in 
nomination and elected:

These names were destined to appear 
in the annals of the Harris Dental Asso- 
ciation for the next twenty years. They 
guided the early efforts of the association. 
A mere handful, but men of sound judg- 
ment and strong moral principles. They 
had a great desire to raise the profession 
above mediocrity to a position of high re- 
gard in the community. Probably John 
McCalla was the foremost as an organizer 
and leader, although Samuel Welchans 
and Marshall C. Webb were recognized 
as great operators of their day. However, 
it is to William Nichols Amer, that your 
essayist pays the highest respect. He must 
have been a man well educated for the 
times, possessing poise and gentility. 
These qualities are gleaned from the min- 
utes of the Society which he kept as Sec- 
retary for thirty-two years save one and 
that year, he was President of the So- 
ciety. 

Just why was the association called the 
“Harris,” or as one new member of our 
organization asked at a recent meeting 
when the name was changed to the Lan- 
caster City and County Dental Society: 
“Who was Harris and what did he do for 
Dentistry?” 





Chapin A. Harris was born in Pom- 
pey, N. Y., in 1806. Coming from a 
professional family, which included two 
brothers as physicians and one as a cler- 
gyman, it was only natural that he study 
medicine with his brother as preceptor. 
A license to practice medicine in Guil- 
ford, Ohio, was obtained in 1824. 

In 1827, however, he launched into 
the practice of dentistry through precep- 
torship and by reading all the available 
literature of the day. After practicing 
throughout the South and Southwest, he 
finally located in Baltimore about 1835. 
In 1838 his first book, Dental Art, was 
published. There were many editions and 
thousands of copies were sold. 

During this time Chapin Harris met 
William Hayden. Harris was the organ- 
izer and practical, while Hayden was the 
scholar and teacher-type. They made an 
ideal pair and were drawn to one another. 
The two men tried to persuade the Uni- 
versity of Maryland to add dental train- 
ing to the medical department of the Uni- 
versity, but their overtures were rejected 
as it was feared that the chartering of a 
dental school was detrimental to the in- 
terests of the medical school. It was 
thought that dentistry was of little con- 
sequence and thus justified unfavorable 
action. 

However, in 1839, and principally 
through the efforts of Harris, enough 
signatures of representative citizens were 
secured to petition the Maryland Legis- 
lature for the incorporation of a college 
of dental surgery at Baltimore. Thus 
the first and oldest dental college was 
founded. The first class was graduated 
in 1841. 

Chapin Harris became Professor of 
Operative and Prosthetic Dentistry. At 
the death of Hayden he became President. 
He was a tireless worker, both as an ad- 
ministrator and as a teacher. After a day 
of lecturing and demonstrating, he wrote 
far into the night. He was a continuous 
contributor to the American Journal of 


Dental Science, and from 1839 to 195 
editor-in-chief of the American Jourmg 
and Library of Dental Science. From 
1856 to 1857 he was the second Presi. 
dent of the American Dental Convention, 
the forerunner of the American Dental 
Association as we know it today. 

Always a keen student, he possessed 
one of the finest libraries in the city of 
Baltimore, and was a man of vigorous 
personality, handsome and _ intellectual, 
quite religious (of the Episcopal faith), 
and a Mason possessing some of the high. 
est degrees of the Order. 

He is to be remembered, then, as the 
founder of the first and oldest dental 
school in the world, and as editor of the 
first dental journal and organizer of the 
first dental society. The three most im- 
portant factors in our professional expe 
rience thus can be traced to the energy 
and foresight of Chapin Harris. 


His passing occurred September 29, 
1869, at the age of 63. 

Chapin Harris, as a national figure, 
was probably well known to McCalla, 
Welchans, Webb, and Amer for these 
men attended national meetings as early 
as the 1850's. Thus, we can see why 
these men chose the name Harris for 
their organization. 

In 1867 what was the status of the 
national associations of Dentistry? 

There had been a national sociely 
known as the American Society of Sur 
geon Dentists. However, an antagonistic 
spirit had disturbed its balance and spe 
cial interests only were allowed to guide 
its policies, probably the cause of its 
downfall. The organization made no ef- 
fort to secure younger men who were if 
bued with greater professional energies, 
therefore the association did not grow. 
There were no professional projects of 
research. The meetings were stalemated 
by the empiricism of the chosen few. 
Hence the organization did not grow, and 
in accordance with the laws of nature, f 
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nait not being equal to waste, death must 
ensue. 

From one extreme of rank conserva- 
tism, the pendulum swung to the other 
atreme, the American Dental Conven- 
tion. This body had no Constitution, By- 
laws or Qualifications for membership. 
The association did nothing to elevate 
oofessional standards and so the igno- 
ant and educated walked side by side. 
Their meetings were conducted about a 
limited range of subjects and the whole 
orocedure caused responsible membership 
to hold aloof, rather than to seek profes- 
sional society. 

From the ashes of these two associa- 
tions, sprang the National Dental As- 
sciation, which held its first meeting in 
Niagara Falls in 1859. The Chairman of 
this meeting was W. W. Allport, a noted 
practitioner from Chicago. The Secretary, 
Jonathan Taft, later became Dean of the 
Dental College, University of Michigan. 
It was resolved at this meeting, that prac- 
titioners in areas of the country where no 
societies existed, should organize and 
elect delegates to the convention. The 
next meeting was scheduled to meet in 
Washington, in 1860. At this meeting 
W. H. Atkinson was elected President 
and Foster Flagg, Secretary. It was passed 
that each State, County and Local Society 
send delegates to the National Meeting. 
Acommittee would be appointed to ascer- 
tain the qualifications of every candidate 
and pass thereon. 

From then on the National Dental As- 
sociation gained in impetus under wise 
guidance, followed by a more thorough 
Organization of state societies, and with 
the formation of state societies came a 
raising of educational standards. 


After some years, the State of New 
York came forward to lead the profes- 
sion from the wilderness by establishing 
a Dental Act in 1868. Their leaders saw 
that the entire want of organized action 
on matters of importance was a great ob- 
stacle in advancing the dental profession. 


The absence of any standard of qualifica- 
tion for admission was recognized as a 
serious evil which demanded remedy. 
Medicine and Law had standards which 
must be strictly adhered to, but in Den- 
tistry, there was no line of demarcation 
separating the competent from the in- 
competent. There were no standards of 
qualifications, and, as a result, kindred 
professions were distrustful of a profes- 
sion which had no organized existence. 
These mer of New York State formed 
local societies which sent delegates to the 
State Society, (organized about 1867.) 
As I have noted, a Dental Act was passed 
in 1868. The State Society appointed 8 
Censors to constitute the State Board. 

The State of Ohio followed New York, 
decreeing that a practitioner receive a 
diploma from a Dental College or a cer- 
tificate issued by a State Dental Society. 

Georgia and New Jersey followed with 
a demand that practitioners receive a di- 
ploma from a dental college or a certifi- 
cate from a board duly authorized by this 
act. Before a man could be certified in 
the state, he must practice 3 years therein. 
The State Board consisted of 5 examiners. 

Pennsylvania was the sixth State to es- 
tablish a Dental Act. This was not passed 
before 1876, eight years after the forma- 
tion of the State Society. 

Much of the foregoing can be consid- 
ered a digression from the text of this 
essay, but it does give some picture of 
how Dentistry was grasping in the dark- 
ness, trying to arise and walk. 

The men of Lancaster were keenly alive 
to the situation, for they had been attend- 
ing national meetings. After forming the 
Harris Dental Association, the following 
year communication was entered into with 
the Lebanon Valley Dental Association 
urging a joint meeting between the two 
organizations. It was agreed to meet at 
Lititz Springs, Lancaster County, on July 
9, 1868. The committee on arrangements 
consisted of Drs. Derr, Welchans, and 
Amer. By arrangement the officers of the 
Lebanon Valley Association presided. Dr. 





John McCalla of Lancaster delivered the 
address of welcome and Dr. Guilford, 
President of the Lebanon Valley Associ- 
ation, responded. Dr. McCalla, in his 
remarks, referred to the fact that New 
York State had just organized a State 
Dental Society and it would be wise for 
Pennsylvania to follow suit. This phase 
was presented so forcibily by Dr. Mc- 
Calla that it was taken up with enthu- 
siasm. A motion was passed, that this 
meeting recommend to the dentists 
throughout the state the formation of a 
State Society to be composed of delegates 
from the different associations then in 
existence. 


A committee consisting of McCalla 
(Lancaster), Guilford (Lebanon), Amer 
(Lancaster), and Scholl (Berks Co.,) 
was appointed to correspond with other 
associations in Pennsylvania, urging them 
to attend a meeting to be held in Phila- 
delphia in August to form the State So- 
ciety. At this Lititz meeting, Drs. Tru- 
man and Darby of the Pennsylvania Den- 
tal College were on the scientific program 
and greatly contributed to the interest of 
the meeting, a meeting considered at that 
time to be the finest ever convened in the 
interior of Pennsylvania. All the arrange- 
ments were made by the Harris Dental 
Association, even including an evening 
repast. It is interesting to note that the 
renting of a meeting room plus the 
serving of the repast amounted to only 
$22.00! 

The committee, to arouse the associa- 
tions of the State, went quickly to work, 
and a meeting was called in Philadelphia 
for December 1, 1868. This meeting was 
convened at the Philadelphia Dental Col- 
lege. Eight dental associations of the 
State sent delegates, including the Harris 
of Lancaster. 

A committee was appointed to draw up 
a Constitution and By-Laws. William 
Nichols Amer of Lancaster was a mem- 
ber of this committee. 

The following officers were elected:

A committee was appointed to draft a 
bill to secure legislation to govern the 
practice of Dentistry in this state and to 
charter this society. This committee con. 
sisted in part of Truman (Philadelphia), 
McCalla (Lancaster), Moffett (Harris. 
burg), and W. K. Brenizer (Reading). 

The first annual meeting of the Penn. 
sylvania State Society was held in Harris. 
burg June 8, 1869. Dr. Samuel Welchans 
presided. 

The executive committee reported that 
they had secured a charter from the 
Legislature for the incorporation of this 
society, but owing to some unknown in- 
fluence, they had failed to secure legis- 
lative enactment for regulation of the 
practice of dentistry in this State. With 
Dental Acts already passed in the neigh- 
boring states of New York, Ohio, and 
New Jersey, it can easily be seen why 
many of the disqualified dentists in these 
areas travelled to Pennsylvania. 

Following the formation of the State 
Society, Pennsylvania began sending dele- 
gates to the American Dental Association 
Meeting and to the State meetings of 
Ohio and New York. 


In 1871, John McCalla was elected 
president of the Pennsylvania State So 
ciety and the meeting was held in Gettys 
burg. Then followed the State Meetings 
in Erie in 1872; Lancaster in 1873, with 
McCalla delivering the address of wel- 
come; in Wilkes-Barre in 1874; and in 
Cresson Springs in 1875. 

The Legislative Committee, in these 
seven years, had failed to have a Dental 
Act passed. They were bginning to be 
come quite discouraged and the inference 
in legislative parlance was, “that no 
money was being spent.” The committee 
felt that the only source from which they 
could expect assistance to come was i@ 
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soliciting and enlisting a personal inter- 
est which must be done by individual ef- 
fort. Finally a Dental Act was passed in 
1876, due to the efforts of Drs. McClel- 
lan and Wood in the Senate and Dr. 
Morgan and Mr. Vogdes in the House. 

Six State Board members were elected 
by the State Society. They held their first 
meeting at Minnequa Springs in 1877. 
Four candidates appeared before the 
board and passed. Dr. Darby of Phila- 
delphia was one of the first members of 
this board. 

The aggressive members of the Harris 
Society (McCalla, Welchans, Webb, 
Amer, Martin, and Hiestand) while 
guiding the Pennsylvania State Society, 
were nurturing their own group in Lan- 
aster. They were meeting at the office 
of a member every three months, an all 
day affair. Business was transacted in the 
morning. A discussion on technique or 
an essay was read by one of the members 
in the afternoon. The essayist was either 
invited to read a paper or volunteered. 
The meeting generally ended with a din- 
net served by the host and his wife. 

New members were invited to the 
meeting, introduced, and voted upon. 
From time to time, visitors were present, 
and they were always invited to partici- 
pate in the discussions. The new mem- 
bers were presented with a certificate of 
membership in the society, a certificate 
which possessed a seal, in the center of 
which was a lighted candle, and on one 
side of the candle a pen and on the other 
side a forceps. Over these in a scroll is 
the motto Post Tenebras Lux. The Presi- 
dent of the Association at the Annual 
Meeting, which was always held in Lan- 
caster, delivered an address summing up 
the activities of the year and thanking his 
committees. Some of these are delightful 
to read and are recorded almost verbatim 
by Secretary William Nichols Amer. 

In the early years we read of practition- 
ets from Philadelphia, Reading, York, 
Harrisburg, Gettysburg, and Oxford in 








Chester Co. Some of these visitors be- 
came members and continued to attend 
for years. 


Dr. Huey of Philadelphia in 1871 
demonstrated the Bonwill Electro-Mag- 
natic Plugger. Dr. Hickman, a member 
from Reading, in 1872 demonstrated the 
preparation and use of Nitrous Oxide. 

In 1874, the membership of the Harris 
was growing and there was a movement 
afoot to change the name of the Associ- 
ation to the Harris Dental Association 
of the Eastern District of Pennsylvania. 
This action was defeated, although mem- 
bership was extended to reputable prac- 
titioners wishing to join. 

In 1874 the Harris Dental Association 
met at the office of Dr. J. D. Heiges in 
York, Penna. Dr. Heiges served as Presi- 
dent of Harris for two terms and was 
most regular in attendance. He was 
President when the Harris celebrated its 
tenth anniversary. At this meeting a Dr. 
Atkinson of New York spoke, his subject 
being “Tooth Structure.” Demonstration 
was given with the aid of a microscope. 
Several cases of impacted teeth under 
dentures were discussed. Dr. McCalla 
also read a paper on 30 years experience 
in the use of Anesthetics (Chloroform, 
Ether, and Nitrous Oxide). 

Thus we see the Harris moving along 
with regular meetings, a growing mem- 
bership, interest stimulated, and a will to 
elevate the profession to high standards. 
This progress continued until June 28, 
1887, when John McCalla died. It was 
the passing of a great moving spirit, a 
man with mature judgment and a strict 
sense of justice combined with a mild and 
amiable disposition, rendering him an 
able spokesman for the correct principles 
of his chosen profession. 

For the next five years the Harris Den- 
tal Association was quite active within 
their own organization. Much time seems 
to have been spent in demonstrations of 
operative techniques, crown and porcelain 
work by members of the Harris. The 





meetings were carried on generally in the 
office of William Nichols Amer, except 
when the clinician had to demonstrate 
some laboratory technique in his own 
office. Every meeting is recorded with 
some comment by Amer. 


In 1892 a concerted movement was 
made to secure members. The older men 
had been at fault for failing to elect 
younger men who were eager to join. A 
probationary period hardly stimulates the 
enthusiasm of a young dental candidate. 
In this year there appeared the first den- 
tal college graduates, men who had spent 
some three years in a recognized dental 
college as C. G, Gable, father of a pres- 
ent member of the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania; Harry Bair; W. H. 
Lowell; Sherman Smith; R. D. McCas- 
key; and C. J. Stamm. 

This year, 1892, was the 25th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Harris Dental 
Association and a movement was started 
to observe this occasion. It was decided 
to invite Drs. Truman, Darby, Guilford, 
and W. H. Scholl of Reading, ail of 
whom had participated in the meeting at 
Lititz Springs in 1867. The committee 
on arrangements was forestalled by the 
Harris President, Dr. J. A. Martin of 
Strasburg. Dr. Martin, a strict prohibi- 
tionist, absolutely refused to lend his 
name or efforts to the program. He called 
on various committeemen and voiced his 
opinions. A lack of interest developed 
and the anniversary was never celebrated. 

In 1898, 30 years after the original 
Lititz meeting, The Harris and Lebanon 
Valley Associations again met for 2 
days. One year later the Harris met with 
the Reading Dental Society at Mineral 
Springs. Dr. E. C. Kirk of the University 
of Pennsylvania was the essayist. 

In this same year, 1898, occurred the 
death of William Nichols Amer, a char- 
ter member of the Society and its Secre- 
tary for thirty-two years save one. That 
year he was President of the Society. It 
was the passing of the last of the orig- 


inal founders, McCalla, Derr, Welchay 
Webb, Martin and Amer. Only fromty 
recordings of the Harris minutes in bey, 
tiful script, has this paper been able 
be written. Thus, the dental posterity o 
the Harris owes much to William Nichok 
Amer. 


From 1900 to 1906, the meetings wer 
continued in the Elks Hall on East Orang 
St., where during a building program, gy. 
eral closets had been included to keep the 
business data of the Harris. 





From 1903 to 1906 Dr. Paul R. Byetly, 
who is practicing today, was elected S&. 
retary. However, from 1906 to 1910 
there are no minutes recorded and in th 
latter year, the Secretary, Dr. Byerly, wa 
instructed to call all previous members to 
renew their membership and to elect of 
cers. The Association started afresh. 

The following officers were elected:

The General Hospital in this year mad 
the first gesture to the establishment of: 
Dental Clinic for school children. Thi 
was mainly through the influence of Dr 
C. V. Snyder. Dr. Martin H. Musser, : 
retired dentist, offered to equip the clink 
at his own expense. 

A committee was appointed to inspec 
the space offered by the hospital. Th 
committee decided not to accept the offer, 
giving as their reason that the space did 
not meet the requirements for a clinic. 

The following year, two papers wert 
read by Dr. J. G. Hess, one “The Basi 
ness Phase of Dentistry,” the other “Ni 
trous Oxide as an Analgesic in Cavity 
Preparation.” The latter received natioml 
prominence in dental journals and ws 
hailed as a great step forward in painles 
operative procedure. 

In 1915, there arose a movement com 
cerning a number of practitioners in th 
city who wished to join the society, but 
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were unable to do so because of some 
slight objection to their previous manner 
of practicing. 

Here again, the older practitioners were 
making the same mistake that their prede- 
cessors had made. They were allowing 
petty differences to keep the Harris from 
growing. Those without organized den- 
tistry were needed within the Harris. 
Nothing stimulates an organization more 
than new blood and the enthusiasm of a 
member proving himself. However, not 
until after World War I were the bar- 
riers raised and a strong influx of mem- 
bership followed. 


In 1918 Dr. C. V. Snyder become 
President of the Society. During his ad- 
ministration a committee was appointed 
to consider a minimum fee schedule. Ef- 
forts were made to have a list of non- 
paying clients compiled. The Society was 
becoming more conscious of the business 
side of the profession. During Dr. Sny- 
ders term of office a most interesting 
paper was read by Dr. E. J. Stein on 
“Focal Infection.” ‘‘Focal Infection” was 
quite the topic in medical and dental peri- 
odicals at this time. It was the beginning 
of the exodontists’ ‘““Hey-day.” 

From 1920 the Harris gained continu- 
ally in membership. Their progress also 
was assured in another direction, in that 
a portion of the dues, which had been 
substantially raised, was allotted to the 
Program Committee. A permanent meet- 
ing place in the Medical Club Rooms of 
the Stevens House added to the comfort 
of the members and their programs. 

In 1920 a special meeting of the Harris 
was called to discuss the status of the 
Dental Hygienist. A concerted movement 
throughout the State attempted to legalize 
the status of the Hygienist. At this spe- 
dal meeting, the Harris went strongly on 
record against legalization. Their dele- 
gates to the State Convention in that year 
were instructed to vote against it, should 
it appear on the agenda. 


It was in these years, that H. K. Cooper 
and Paul Bomberger became active in the 
Harris. The former, after 10 years of 
general practice in Lititz, became the first 
specialist, choosing Orthodontia as his 
field. He has been a most active mem- 
ber, as a President of the Harris, as ist 
President of the Sth District which he 
helped to organize, and as President of 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 
He has also received honorary degrees 
from Franklin & Marshall College and 
the University of Pennsylvania, along 
with many other high honors in the den- 
tal field. Dr. Paul Bomberger held every 
office in the Harris Dental Society, a tire- 
less worker in its interest. He also be- 
came President of the Sth District Dental 
Society and President of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society. He passed away in 
April, 1953, much bereaved by the so- 
ciety. 

In 1921 the Society welcomed B. D. 
Stein to membership. Through the years, 
he became President of the Harris and of 
the 5th District, a moving force of great 
ability, poise and a wise counselor. 


L. E. Nightengale joined the Society 
in the same year. His activities have been 
continually in the fore throughout the 
years. He has served on all the important 
committees and was honored with the 
Presidency of the Harris and the Sth dis- 
trict. 

In 1921 the question of retaining the 
nam of Harris was again brought before 
the society. After arguing pro and con, 
the name Harris still survived. The mem- 
bership of the Harris at this time was 31 
members, just half the number of den- 
tists registered in Lancaster City and 
County. 

At the annual dinner in 1922, the Har- 
ris entertained Dr. John Biddle, President 
of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, 
and Dr. Frank Hartman, President of the 
Pennsylvania State Medical Society. At 
the annual dinner in 1823, held at the 








Stevens House, Judge William H. Keller, 
Judge of the Superior Court of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Emerson Sausser, President of 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, 
were the guests of honor. 

During these years, Drs. F. F. Fish and 
J. P. Waterson became members of the 
Society, both rising to the office of Presi- 
dent. Dr. Fish was very active during his 
membership, and especially as editor of 
the Harris publication, the Explorer, 
which was the forerunner to The Hand- 
piece of today. \t was mailed to all the 
dentists in York, Harrisburg, and Read- 
ing. 

Dr. Waterson is now a member of the 
American Dental Association emeritus 
and has celebrated, with Dr. Paul Byerly, 
50 years in the practice of Dentistry. 
They were honored at a dinner in 1953 
and a plaque commemorating their serv- 
ices to the profession was presented to 
them. These men were not, however, the 
first to celebrate 50 years. Several years 
before this Dr. George S. Wagner at- 
tained this honor and a dinner was ten- 
dered him at the Stevens House. 

During the presidency of Dr. Water- 
son, the City Dental Clinic as we know 
it today became a reality under the mayor- 
alty of the late Frank Musser. Through 
the interest of Drs. J. C. Bolton and J. P. 
Waterson, the advisability of paying a 
city dentist was presented to Mayor Mus- 
ser. In 1926, the clinic was started by 
Dr. C. V. Halpin, later President of Har- 
ris. He worked three mornings at St. 
Josephs Hospital and three mornings at 
the Lancaster General. It has continued 
ever since, directly responsible to the Lan- 
caster Bureau of Health, on which Bureau 
a member of the Harris has a seat. Many 
of the Harris members, Samuel Apple- 
yard, Bob Fetterhoff, Cliff Benson, James 
Leman, and Harry Lutz have served this 
clinic, thus adding to the prestige of the 
Harris. 

At this time, 1926, Dr. C. V. Snyder 
strongly advocated school examination 
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among the children of our city school 
but it was not until some years later the 
two dental hygienists were placed im the 
school system. Later, dentists were paid 
to make examinations of the school dil. 
dren. Dr. Snyder can rightly be called 
the ‘‘Father’’ of our present dental health 
program. 


In 1932 the Harris Dental Society 
entertained the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Society at the Mid-Winter Meeting in 
Lancaster. Dr. L. E. Nightengale was 
General Chairman of the meeting. Dr. 
Frad Molt from Chicago spoke on “The 
Problems of Exodontia.” Dr. Rudolph 
Schlosser, head of the Department of 
Full Denture Prosthesis at Northwestem 
University presented the “‘Construction 
and Esthetics of Full Dentures.” The 
problem of Root Canal Therapy was pre: 
sented by W. D. Crane of Washington, 
D. C. These men were outstanding and 
at that time recognized nationally. The 
registration for the meeting very neatly 
reached 1,000. The meeting was di 
maxed with a dinner at which Martin 
Dewey, President of the A.D.A., spoke. 
H. M. Kirkpatrick, President of the Penn- 
sylvania State Dental Society; Dr. Theo 
dore Apple, Secretary of the Pennsylvania 
State Board of Health; and General Ed 
ward Shannon of the 28th Division, U.§. 
Army retired, and Lt. Governor of Penn 
sylvania, spoke also. It was to be a meet- 
ing long remembered in the Eastern Sec 
tion of Pennsylvania. 


Through these years, the Harris was 
recognized as one of the most active of 
ganizations in the State of Pennsylvania. 
Many of the members were alert to post- 
graduate courses and readily gave of theit 
time to nearby Societies. 

Many of the members attended all of 
the district, state and national meetings. 
It was progress indeed for the Harris, 
which at this time was now alloting some 
$300 to the Program Committee for bet- 
ter meetings. The Society, with its type 
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of meetings, stood out as the most pro- 
yessive in the Sth Distrnct. 
~ However, there followed in the 1930's 
i period of depression. The Society lost 
afew members. What really presented a 
was the “Advertising Dentists.” 
They ran whole pages in our local papers, 
atolling their abilities as dentists at 
cheaper fees. Various means were tried to 
curb this practice. The newspapers were 
interviewed, but to no avail. Even legis- 
lation in Harrisburg was sought. Efforts 
were not equal to the resourceful ‘Adver- 
tisers.” They gradually passed out of the 
picture with the entry of the United 





the age of our men, than in some com- 
munities of the State. After the war there 
was quite an influx of younger men. Our 
community had grown in proportion and 
was quite able to absorb these men. Their 
education and training in the service had 
done much to raise the plane of dentistry 
in this area. 


Your essayist is open to criticism in 
citing the activities of individual mem- 
bers; yet, an organization always is de- 
pendent upon that aggressive element for 
its growth. I feel that the majority of 
members in the society today are familiar

This text is prepared for those inter- 
ested in a detailed correlated study of the 
structures that make up the maxillofacial 
region. The material is presented in a 
well organized manner, and is skillfully 
arranged by the author. Excellent illus. 
trations, 314 in number, are used fora 
visual presentation of the material set 
forth in the text. Forty-six of the illus- 
trations are in color. 

A complete and detailed description of 
the morphology of the structures that 
compose the maxillofacial region is given. 
The practical application of the principles 
of movement of the anatomic components 
of this area is fully discussed. 

The student or practitioner, both med- 
ical and dental, will find in this volume 
a cleverly arranged presentation of all 
phases of the subject beginning with the 
early development of each structure. 

The chapter on Roentgen Anatomy 
should be of particular interest to the 
dentist and dental student. Excellent 
plates are used to assist the reader im the 
identification of anatomic landmarks 
which so often become a source of con 
fusion in the interpretation of roentgen 
ograms. Ill structures associated with 
the oral cavity are fully described. 

The practitioner of dentistry, no matter 
what phase attracts his attention, should 
find this a valuable volume to have # 
hand because of the basic material and 
principles discussed.

1955 Award Recipient 
Dies in Philadelphia 





Zackary T. Jackaway 


’ Dr. Zachary Taylor Jackaway, recipient 
of the annual award of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society in 1955 for his out- 
standing contributions to his profession, 
died in Philadelphia on Saturday, March 
17. He was 82. 

He had lived and practiced at 1506 E. 
Susquehanna Avenue for 58 years. He 
opened his office in 1898, the year of his 
graduation from the dental school of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 


Dr. Jackaway held awards of merit 
from the University of Pennsylvania gen- 
eral alumni and dental alumni associa- 
tions. He had served as secretary-treas- 
urer of the latter from 1917 to 1953. 

He was elected a fellow of the Inter- 
national College of Dentists in 1935 and 
was a past grand master of both the city 
and state chapters of the Psi Omega den- 
tal fraternity. 

He was a member of the North Phila 
delphia Association of Dental Surgeons 
and had served as its president. He also 
held that office with the Pennsylvania 
Association of Dental Surgeons and the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 

From 1940 he examined draftees at the 
Draft Board’s main induction center a 
the Armory, 32nd Street and Lancaster 
Avenue in Philadelphia. 

He was a director of the Metallic 
Building and Loan Association, Kensing: 
ton, Philadelphia, for 45 years. He was 
a member of the First Presbyterian 
Church. 

Surviving are a daughter, Miss Eliz 
abeth D., and a son, The Rev. J. Nelson 
Jackaway, pastor of the Rehoboth Pres 
byterian Church, Belle Vernon, Penna.
